Henry Watterson Says That Cleveland 
Most Be Indorsed. 


MOGH TALK OF A COMPROMISE 


Extremists in Both Factions Insist 
on @ Finish Fight. 


DECLINE TO TALK 


CANDIDATES 


The Silver Men Nominate a Stat; Railroad 
Commissioner—Hardin Has a Good 
Lead tor the Nomination. 


Louisville, Ky., June 24.—(Special.)}—Both 
factions of the democratic party in Ken- 
tucky are desirous of harmony, and a com- 
promise seems more probable now than at 
any previous time. Some of the gold men 
want everything. They demand an indorse- 
ment of the administration’s financial poli- 
cy, and here is where the fight will comé 
in. If they are not met half way the sil- 
verites declare that they will force their 
position, and that on a test vote they have 
@ majority of 150 delegates. 

“I know what 1 am talking about,”’ said 
Colonel Harry Sommers, one of the silver 
leaders, to The Constitution’s correspondent 
this afternoon. *‘We are absolutely confident 
of a majority, but we want peace and 
harmony, and for the sake of the party 
we will not put the extremists forward 
anywhere. We have settled upon Con- 
gressman Beckner, of Winchester, for tem- 
porary chairman, and he has promised to 
divide the committees equally. He is a 
man of moderation, and this shows how 
fair we are. We shall not indorse the ad- 
ministration: except in its tariff policy. To 
say that Carlisle and Cleveland represent 
the “Chicago platform is untrue, and we 


can defeat a resolution to that effect by 


1) votes.’’

“Resolved, That we favor the use of both 
gold and silver as primary money and be- 
lieve in the free and unlimited coinage of 
each.’’ 

Nothing will be said about the 16 to 1

dard men will agree to this or not cannot 


be foretold, but the issue will be over the | 


indorsement of the administration, and on 
this rock the conyention is most likely to 
split. The Courier Journal, in its leading 
editorial this morning, insisted that the 
convention must indorse Cleveland and 
Carlisle or repudiate them, declaring there 
Was no middle ground, The silver men pre- 
fer to keep this in the background, but de- 
clare they will make no indorsement of a 
financial policy, which they believe would 
be ruinous. 
Silver Men Confident. 

Speaking on this matter, Mr. Urey Wooad- 
son, state railroad commissioner and one 
of tHe silver wheelhorses, said: 

“The silver men are not the least per- 
turbed by talk of a gold standard and in- 
dorsing the administration’s financial poli- 
cy. They laugh at The Courier Journal’s 
figures. They know them to be erroneous 
in many instances, and even taking them 
as they are, the silver men have nothing to 
fear, for they know that the gold men know 
that nothing but a clear-out resolution in 
favor of gold and silver as primary money 
can be adopted. They further know that an 
attempt to indorse the administration’s 
financial policy would bring such a storm 
of indignant protests and result in such a 
bitter and prolonged fight with the resolu- 
tion bombarded with all kinds of offensive 
amendments that Carlisle would stand dis- 
graced in his own State as the result of 
the effort to vindicate him. Many gold men 
see this, and, say that in the end no such 
resolution will be presented to the conven- 
tion.”’ 3 

In the contest for the minor offices the 
nominations may not be made until the 
platform has been disposed of. Some ex- 
treme silver men have been urging that 
the nominations for governor be made first, 
confident that it will result in the choice 
of Hardin and that the convention will then 
give him a platform upon which he can 
stand. As that would be contrary to prece- 
dent, it is not likely that this programme 
will be carried out. Both Clay and Hardin 
have been busy canvassing the delegations 
by telegraph and in person. 

Claims of the Candidates. 

As a result, Mr. Clay announces that he 
fs sure of 378 votes on the first ballot and 
thirty more are likely to come to him. 
This would put him within thirty-two votes 
of the nomination. 

Hardin claims 432, or only five short of 
@ nomination. That he is much stronger 
than Clay is so certain that few think 
him seriously in danger, even though the 
woods are full of such dark horses as 
Buekner, Stone, Hager, Berry and Black. 
But no really well informed man entertains

is more advanced, and the goldbugs had 
as well prepare to take their medicine. 
Mr. Woodson is firmly convinced of the in- 
tention of the goldites to bolt the conven- 
tion and set up in business for themselves. 
He says that when they are whipped, as 
they are sure to be, there will be nothing 
else left for them To do, and that the sooner 
they get out of the party the better it will 
be for the democracy in Kentucky. Mr. 
Woodson declares that no man in the United 
States is more unpopular in western Ken- 
tucky today than John G. Carlisle. 

“Mr. Catlisle,” says he, “helped save the 
party in that section from the destruction 
threatened it by the populists’ movement 
in 188) by making the most powerful pleas 
for silver the people down there had ever 
heard. They remember these wonderful 
speeches which Mr. Carlisle made then, 
and cannot reconcile his present attitude 
to the course which he then pursued. All 
western Kentucky, which is the Gibraltar 
of democracy of this state, will come here 
next week with its war paint on, and 
will hold the convention until doomday 
before any resolution savoring in the least 
of an indorsement of Cleveland and Car- 
lisle shall be adopted. Even the mild and 
conciliatory resolution which Mr. Carlisle 
himself is said to have proposed, and 
which merely indorses the efforts of the 
present administration to give the coun- 
try an honest government, without men- 
tioning the name of either Cleveland or Car- 
lisle, will find no friends among the west- 
ern Kentuckians.”’ 

Mr. Woodson goes so far as to declare 
that if such a resolution is submitted to the 
convention Khé will move a substitute for it 
to read as follows: ‘‘We indorse the secret 
contract mAde by Cleveland, Carlisle and 
the Rothschilds, whereby somebody made 
$16,000,000."" This typifies the bitterness of 
feeling which will be engendered by any 
movement to commit the Kentucky democ- 
racy to an approval in any form of the 
Cleveland financial policy. 

Louisville's Delegation. 

The heavy and unwieldy Louisville dele- 
gation will-'perhaps, be held intact by 
the goldbugs during the preliminary skirm- 
ish over the organization of the conven- 
tion, but it is expected to fall to pieces 
after that work is accomplished, especially 
if the silverites win a single victory, and 
nearly one half of the delegation will ‘be 
found co-operating with the friends of the 
white metal. The authority for this state- 
ment is no less a person than Colonel R. 
J. Tilford, president of the Louisville board 
of public safety, as well as one of the 
wealthiest and most influential men in the 
city. 

‘The free silver sentiment among the peo- 
ple of Louisville, and especially the demo- 
crats, is very strong and widespread,’’ 
said Colonel Ti.ford, ‘‘and I look 
for a big split-up in our dele-

LAURA TRIED TO SAVE HER SISTER 


This Provoked Him and He Shot Bothand 
Fied—He Was Caught, However, 
and Placed in Jail. 


Tallulah Falls, Ga., June 24.--(Special.)— 
Seymour Keener, a young white man, 
killed his two pretty cousins, Lillie and 
Laura Moore, in Tennessee valley yester- 
day afternoon. 

Miss Lillie was nineteen and her sister 
seventeen. Keener fell in love with his 
Cousin Lillie tour years ago when she was 
only a child of fifteen. She did not love 
him in return and after receiving his at- 
tentions for two years, more as a cousin 
than sweetheart, rejected him. 
Maddened at her refusal to marry him, 
Keener that he would kill her 
unless she changed her mind. 

Neither Miss Lillie nor her family paid 
any attention to the threat... Yesterdays 
afternoon the two si&ters started to call on 
a neighbor who lives some distance away. 
They had to pass Keener’s h6use on the 
Keener saw them and immediately 
follow them.

Both girls screamed, for Keener looked 
to be dangerous. He spoke to Lillie. Lau- 
ra, knowing instinctively that Keener 
meant harm to her sister, threw her arms 
around Lillie’s body. She plead with her 
cousin to let them go on home. He tried 
to tear Laura from Lillie, but being unable 
to do this, he placed a pistol at Laura's 
head and shot her dead. Then he turned 
the weapons on Lillie and fired seven bul- 
lets into his sweetheart. 

Leaving both girls in the agony of death, 
he fled. The shots had been heard at a 
neighboring house and persons running out

was impossible to do anything for them, 
save to lift their lifcless bodies up tender- 
ly and remove them to their home. 

A posse soon started in pursuit of the 
murderer. Circumstantial evidence point- 
ed to Keener. He was found before night. 
He resisted arrest. His pistols were empty, 
but he drew a knife and fought. James 
Dickerson was seriously wounded. 

Keener was taken to jail at Clayton, sev- 
enteen miles from here. He admits the 
murder, but says that Laura was killed ac- 
cidentally. He declares that he did not 
mean to hurt her. He expresses no regret 
for killing Lillie, and Says that he has in- 
tended for two years to Kill her. 

The girls were daughtérs of Mr. John

At 6 o’clock yesterday evening 4 gang of 
rowdies appeared on the streets ard de- 
Clared their intention of lynching a negress 
named francis Woodsen. Night came on, 
however, and they dispersed and they were 
not seen again for some hours. 

About 10 at night the crowd, 
Which is said to have been composed of 
six well known young men in the communi. 
ty, went to Woodsen’s house, but she, 
having heard of their threats against her 
life, had left and came over to New Or- 
leans, where she remained until this morn- 
ing. The hoodlums knocked at the door, 
but as this was not opened to them, they 
broke open the side gate and went into the 
rear yard, subsequently gainine entrance 
into the house by breaking in the kitchen 
door. Once in the house they immediately 
set to work demolishing furniture. A 
piano was smashed to pieces, chairs were 
broken into splinters, the mattress of the 
bed torn imto shreds, the carpet on the 
floor torn and destroyed and the kitchen 
Stove wrecked. After finishing their devilish 
work the crowd set fire to the building. 
They then ran away, but were seen and 
recognized. An alarm of fire was- turiied 
in and the flames were quickly subdued. 
As soon as the outrage became known 
white citizens organized themselves and de- 
termined to lynch the gang. The’ latter 
eluded arrest and at midnight committed 
a second outrage, when they ran across 
an old negro and beat him to the point of 
death. 

Officer Goodlet finally caught John Frey, 
a young white man and one of the gang. 
The news quickly spread among the citi- 
zens, who had gathered in force. They in- 
tercepted the officer, and taking the pris- 
oner from him, lynched Frey to the nearest 
telegraph pole. 

Early this morning three others of the 

ang were arrested, and it is feared they 
May suffer the same fate as Frey. 

Frey was a son of Dr. John Frey, who, 
with several other members of his family, 
lost his life.in the great storm at Chenier 
Camanade two years ago.

London, June 24.—The house of commons 
was crowded with members and visitors at 
the opening of today’s sitting. 

Upon the appearance of Hon. H. Campbell 
Bannerman, secretary of state for war, the 
liberals gave him an ovation, rising to 
their feet and cheering, waving their hats, 
etc. The Irish members sat silent. 

The peers’ gallery was filled with mem- 
bers of the upper house. 

Sir William Harcourt made a brief state- 
ment, saying that ds the adverse vote on 
Friday was in effect a vote of a want of 
confidence in the secretary of state for 
war, with whom the government had asso- 
ciated themselves, ‘they had, therefore, 
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PREMIER. 


placed their resignations in the ‘hands of 
the queen, who had accepted them. 

Mr. Balfour expressed regret that the 
government nad not dissolved parliament 
instead of resigning. 

Referring tq@ Mr. Campbell Bannerman, 
Sir William Harcourt said he would take 
it upon himself to say that no abler man 
ever represented, or popular minister (cheers 
from both sides) had ever filled the office. 
The course of the opposition, he declared, 


had disabled the war minister from proceed- | 


ing with the army estimates and had made 
it impossible for the government to obtain 
votes of supply absolutely necessary to the 


service of the country. The government, he | 
said, would hol® office only until their suc- ‘

While he (Mr. Balfour) recognized the 
fact that the members of the government 
were the best judges of the question 
whether to continue to be responsible for 
the conduct of public affairs, he thought, 
himself, that the proper constitutional 
course to adopt would have been to dis- 
solve parliament. For a government in 
the position of the present one to resign 
it was practically equivalent to a determi- 
nation on their part to put the burden 
of office upon the opposition. It was not 
in accordance with the best traditions of 
the house. 

At the conclusion of the remarks of Mr. 
Balfour the Behring sea bill passed its 
third reading, Dr. Tanner, member of 
Middle Cork, alone objecting, on the ground 
that he would object to the passage of 
any bill by the house while the Irish land 
bill was dominant. 

The house then adjourned until tomor- 
row. 

F The Hogse of Lords. 

In the house of lords Lord Rosebery said 
that after the vote in the house of com- 
mons on Friday practically censuring Mr. 
H. Campbell Bannerman, secretary of 
state for war, upon the question of national 
defense after he had foreshadowed the 
government's great scheme of military re- 
Organization the ministry felt it.to be their 
daity to resign. They would therefore 
hold office only until their successors were 
appointed.

Salisbury’s Proposition. 

The representative of the United Press 
in London learns that Lord Salisbury will 
accept the premiership only on condition 
that the iiberal leaders agree not to op- 
pose his government’s getting the neces- 
sary estimates pvefore the dissolution of 
parliament, aid also that no member of 
the cabinet which he forms shall be op. 
posed for re-election upon taking office. 

Lord Rosebery, upon consultation with 
his colleagues, found that several of them 
were unw:lling to make these concessions, 
but negotiations are in progress which, it 
is believed, will tend to an agreement on 
the parts of the liberals. 

. Comment of the Press. 

The Daily News, the liberal organ, will 
tomorrow say there is teason to believe 
that if Lord Salisbury de:nands any pledges 
from the outgoing government as a condi- 
tion to his taking office they will be re- 
fused.

She Was Two Lengths Ahead of Cornell 
at the Finish, 


PENNSYLVANIA 1S IN HARD LUCK 


Oernell Men Bet Two to One, and Colum- 
bia’s Backers Gad a Very Good 
Thing of It. 


Poughkeepsie, N. Y., June 24.—Almost 
in the face of a stifiish wind, and in water 
60 rough that the beats of her two oppo- 
nents filled and swamped, one before and 
the other after the finish line was passed, 
Columbia rowed steadily on to yictory 
this evening in the fast time of 21 minutes 
and 25 seconds. Cornell was second, seven 
lengths back. Her time was 21 minutes 
and 46 2-5 seconds. The Pennsylvanias 
evil luck lasted to the end. Her sheil, 
Smashed by the — from Governor 
Morton’s tug last Friday and patched up 
till it was practically as good as new, 
went down over a mile from the finish. 
The Cornell boat was swamped just below 
her own boathouse, after the race was 
over, by swells from the steamboats, and 
was fairly broken in two. 

Todays race, like Friday’s 
sgirted under threatening skies, 
‘gave forth torrents of rain from time to 
time. In the morning the day promised tv 
be cloudless. It began hot and clear, and 
it was not until the middle of the after- 
noon that it commenced to cloud up. It 
looked in the morning as though very 
few of the enthusiasts who were disap- 
pointed on Friday intended to come back 
today. Up to noon only a handful of root- 
ers were in evidence. The town was com- 
paratively deserted, and the prospects that 
the race would be rowed under perfect 
conditions but without the presence of a 
large crowd. After noon, however, things 
began to liven up. Special trains on both 
sides of the river poured their crowds into 
Poughkeepsie and Higbland continuously. 
Thgre seemed to be much less betting be- 
fore the crowd moved across to the west 
Shore than Friday. The odds showed 
some changes. The Cornell men, instead 
of giving four and tive to one against Co- 
lumbia, offered two to one, which was ¢a- 
gerly accepted. The Columbia men had 
more money than anybody else here, and 
snapped up everything that was offered. 

The members of the crew staked an 
amount aggregating fully $5,000 at average 
odds of two to one. Cornell was a seven 
to five favorite over the field today. On 
Columbia against Pennsylvania the _ bet- 
ting was even. Scarely any bets between 
Cornell and Pennsylvania were recorded.

rowing exactly even. Cornell was pulling 
forty-four strokes, while Columbia, with 
ber long, easy swing, kept her place with 
thirty-six strokes. Pennsylvania rowel 
from thirty-six to thirty-eight strokes at 
the start. 

At the half mile the University of Penn- 
sylvania’s boat led by a quarter of a length, 
while the bow of Cornell’s boat was a foot 
in advance of Columbia's. Then the shells 
began to strike rougher water than they 
found at the start. The Cornell crew on 
the outside got the worst of it, but the 
Pennsylvania on the inside took it in the 
poorest shape.

The matter came first before Commis- 
Sioner Shields in a formal way. Mr. Mac- 
Farlane appeared there, and Llihu Hoot 
and: Franklin Bartlett appeared as counsel 
for Mr. Dana. Subsequently the applica- 
tion to remove Mr. Dana ‘for trial to Wash- 
ington came up before Judge Addison 
Brown in the United States court. : 

Mr. Dana assumed all responsibility fer 
the publication of the matter complained 
of and said to be libelous. On behalf of Mr. 
Dana Messrs. Root and Bartlett argued 
against the removal of Mr. Dana to Wasi- 
ington as without warrant in-law and a 
Violation of the constitutional rights of 
a citizen. The first hearing was had on 
April Sth last. Mr. Root contended that 
the offense of libel, such as was charged in 
the indictment, was not an offense against 
the United States, and the laws enacted by 
congress for the District of Columbia were 
general laws of the United States. He pre- 
sented to the court the fact that the indict- 
ments are not based on affidavits in the 
District of Columbia, which of itself was a 
violation of the fourth amendment to the 
constitution of the United States. 

Mr. Root asserted that the attack on Mr. | 
Dana was an attack on the liberties of the 
whole press such as was warranted by 
no statute ever passed hy congress. Mr. 
Root pointed out that the question as to 
Whether Mr. Dana could be carried from 
his home was a question of grave it- 
portance, affecting the whole press of the 
United States. He said that every newspa- 
per man was endangered, and contended 
that if any offense had been committed 
it had been committed in New York and Mr. 
Dana should be tried there. 

Mr. Bartlett presented his argument on 
April 6th and Mr. MacFarlane closed the 
hearing on April 8th. 

This is the second attempt that has been 
made to take Mr. Dana to Washington. The 
first was made by ‘Boss’ Shepard, in @ 
case almost similar to the last one. Jus- 
tice Blatchford heard the argument at the 
time. Justice Blatchford ordered Mr. 
Dana to be discharged.

The Great Peach Crop Has Hurt €nl- 
ifornia. 

“Sacramento, Cal., June 24.—Fruit shippers | 
in this section advise all growers not to 
make any shipmefits of peaches east this 
year, but instead to dry them and sell to 
the advantage to canners. The leading 
shipper here says: 

“The refusal to handle peaches at eastern 
markets is owing to the enormous crop in 
Georgia, Maryland, Delaware and New 
Jersey, Georgia. peaches are now coming 
in in immense quantities and reach New 
York and Chicago in better condition than 
California peaches. Again, the freight from 
Georgia to Chicago is 67 cents a hundred 
while from California it is $1.25. These 
things make it almost impossible to ship 
peaches east at a profit when there is a 
good crop in the Atlantic states as there is 
this year.”

Mr. Sammons Finds Part of a Finger 
Shot Off. 


THE SILVER TIDE SWELLS IN FLOYD 


A Large Meeting Will Be Held at Rome 
July 6th—An Old Tradition Has 
Been Revived. 


Rome, Ga., June 24.—-(Special.)—Of all the 
wonderful war stories that have been set 
afloat since the terrible days of the six- 
tea:s, John Sammons, of this county, has 
started one of the most remarkable. 

Sammons is a responsible man, a good 
farmer, who stands high among his neigh- 
bors and whose reliability has never been 
brought into question. 

He was a brave soldier of the confeder- 
ate army and was one of those who par- 
ticipated in that bloody tragedy on the 
banks of Chickamauga creek on the wih 
of September, 1863. 

During the hottest of the engagement 
Sammons found himself in an exposed po- 
sition, with shot and shell playing high 
revel around him, and he sought such 
shelter as was afforded by a large oak tree 
which was in the direct line of fire. 

While handling his piece a bullet struck 
his gunstock and cut off the two first joints 
of the forefinger of his right hand as clean 
as a knife would have done it. The dls- 
membered finger dropped among the leaves 
and as he was more particular about sav- 
ing the balance of his body than about 
rescuing little a thing as a missing 
finger he made the best of his way out of 
the fight, stanching his bleeding hand as 
best he could. 

The war was fought to a finish and Sam- 
mons came back home and went to wors 
charging up his maimed hand to the losses 
of the confederacy. Some time ago he de- 
cided to revisit the battlefield, which he 
had not seen in thirty-two years, neariy, 
and so he betook himself to Chickamauga 
and started for a stroll over the battle- 
held. 

The tree where he stood when wounded 
occupled such a conspicuous position thi!

Tbhe Bursting of Another. Cuckoo 
Bubble. 

Another cuckoo bubble Has _ burst. 
Some of the organs that have been 
afraid to come out and boldly advocate 
gold monometallism, have been claiming 
to be hopeful of an international agree- 
ment. ‘They have printed voluminous 
arguments going to show that while 
the present British government ws op- 
posed to bimetallism in any shape or 
form, nevertheless there would shortly 
be a change of government, and. this 
change would bring Balfour to the front. 
As Balfour is a bimetallist, it would 
“need but a turn of his hand,” to sum- 
mon an international conference and 
secure an international agreement in 
the interest of bimetallism. 

The Constitution has pointed)\out all 
along that no matter what chapees there 
might be in the British cAbinet, the 
financial policy-of the government would 
remain the same. We have aso shown 
that no nation on earth is so completely 
bank-ridden. If we were asked to 
point out the real prime minister of 
England under any and all changes of 
ministry, we should call the name of 
the most prominent Danker in London. 
At present the respousible head of the 
British government, so far as its finan- 
ial policy is concerned, is Mr. Bertram 
Currie—the banker to whom Mr. Vernon 
Harcourt addressed the obsequious let- 
ter which we have been printing at the 
head of these columns for the informa- 
tion of our readers, 

As we have said, the euckoos and 
postmaster organs that hesitate about 
Gommitting themselves to the single 
gold standard right before the eyes of 
the honest voters of the south, have 
been contending that all that was nec- 
for the success of the interna- 
tional financial farce was a change of 
ministry in Great Britain. In such an 
event, they declared, Balfour and bi- 
metallism: would come to the front, and 
then the eyes of all would be dazzled 
at beholding the glory of the consuin- 
mation of the Cleveland@policy. 

Well, the change in the British min- 
istry has come. There has already been 
a2 new shuttle, and the deal shows that 
both Balfour and bimetallism have 
been shelved. Lord Salisbury, as pro- 
nounced a gold monometallist as there 
is to be found in all England, has been 
summoned to form a new ministry; and 
it is semi-officially announced in The 
Times that the bimetallist opinions of 
Mr. Balfour would niake him = impossi- 
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short Mr. Bertram Currie and his class 
still remain the real cabinet ministers— 
the real head of the ygovernment—in 
Great Britain. 

Now, What will the cuckoos and post- 
master organs do about it? Wouldn't 
it be the proper and decent thing for 
them to make a formal announcement 
to the effect that, having mistakenly 
supposed that Mr. Cleveland was in 
fuver of an international arrangement, 
they have been advocating this scheme; 
but now, having discovered that the 
administration is for gold monometal- 
lisin, pure and simple, the perpetuation 
of the British system, they have con- 
cluded to change thetr views as grace- 
fully as possible. The Watterson ar- 
gumeut in favor of such a change is a 
very simple one and might be made to 
fir the of the cuckoos and post- 
master organs. Watterson’s theory is 
sublime and patriotic to the last degree, 
as well as simple. He declares that 
there must be harmony between tie 
“head” of the party and tlie party itself 
at all hazards. -.If the “head” of the 
party insists on repudiating democratic 
principles and adopting that have 
made the republican party a stench in 
the nostrils of the people, then the 
party must repudiate its principles and 
adopt those of the republicans in order 
that there may be “harmony.” Watter- 
son says in effect that a principle isn’t 
worth a shuck, but that “harmony” is 
the all-in-all—the end and aim of parties. 

Now Watterson’s theory ought > to 
be a comforting one to the cuckoos and 
postmaster organs. It gives them a cue 
for action, and thoughit is — tainted 
with the imperial odor of peach and 
honey and other essences and extracts, 
vet it comes from a source that may 
claim distinction in some lines. 

We commend the Watterson plan to 
the calm consideration of the torn and 
touseled cuckoos and postmaster organs.

Think It Over. 

The Constitution has no doubt what- 
ever that by the time the campaign is 
fairly begun the people will have dis- 
covered that what the goldbugs call 
“sound” money is only another name 
for low prices. That is the real mean- 
ing of “sound” money. When the gold- 
bugs speak of the “depreciated” dollar, 
they mean the dollar that will buy no 
greater quantity of cotton, wheat and 
other staple commodities than it would 
command a few years ego. In other 
words, comunodities—the products of 
the pgople’s labor—commanded. more 
dollars for aygiven quantity a few 
years ago than they do now. «There- 
fore, in the jargon of the goldbufys, it 
was “depreciated” money, “dishonest” 
money. Why? Because a dollar would 
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cotton as it will buy now. 

But the people were not troubled 
about that. The more dollars they get 
for a given quantity of wheat or cot- 
ton the more dollars they had to pay 
their debts and to buy the things they 
needed in the stores. In that way more 
money went into business, and the re- 
sult was comparative prosperity. 

Now, in ordinary times it may be true 
that the people do not do any very har!

It is apparently, a pathetic case, ac- 
cording to Taylor’s way of putting it, 
but there is another side to it, Taylor, 
as an individual, borrowed money irom 
himself as state treasurer. He intended 
to return it, but unfortunate specula- 
tions swept away his property, and as 
he could mot repay the state he was 
under the law an embezzler. It is to 
be feared that thousstids of men in- 
this country are doing every day just 
what Taylor did. They are officials, 
bankers, trustees, administrators, enxec- 
utors and guardians. They are intrust- 
ed with the money of others, and hav- 
ing property and credit they freque utly 
borrow from the funds in their charge. 
In the majority of insiances they Te- 
place the money, and hobody is the 
wiser. But it is a dangerous. business. 
Occasionally one of these men gets 
into trouble like the Dakota treasurer, 
and theu the jig is up. 

There is but one safe course for the 
man who has charge of the money of 
others. He must vo by the strict letter 
of the law, and never run the slightest 
risk. If he must. borrowsilet him borrow 
from a bank and pay interest, just as 
though he had no funds of another par- 
ty in his hands. Taylor felt six months 
agu that be could afford to use the 
state’s money becnuse he had ample as- 
sets. Today he cannot bring himself to 
admit that he is a criminal, because his 
intetitious Were hovest. It is needless to 
say that he is wholly and hopelessly in 
the wrong. To comlone his crime would 
place every trust fund in the country at 
the merey of the men who hold it. 
Clever apd careless wen like Tayl@ 
should not hold positions of trust, but 
when they hold them and prove faith- 
less the penitentiary is ‘the best place 
for then.

A FEW BAD. CHECKS BEHIND HIM 


’ He Was an Ex-Convict ‘rom South Caro- 


lina, It 1s Said—Story of Hig £x- 
Pericncas in Atlanta. 


Warren L. Edwards, a solicitor for the 
Atlanta Loan and Investment Company, is 
the very latest addition to Atlanta’s list 
of citizens who, have made their disap- 
pearance under decidedly interestinys 
cumstances. He left behind a number of 
worthless checks. 

It Was estimuted ®y one of the citizens 
Gesiring the return of Edwards yesterday 
that his total indebtedness in the city 
ranged from $150 to $300, and perhaps more, 
nearly all of which was obtained by his 
Wonderful success in getting checks cashed 
wherever he went. 

Edwards came to Atlanta about six 
months ago from South Carolina and took 
up his residence in this city under the 
most favorable circumstances, he at once 
Securing employment that promised to ad- 
vance himself commercially, socially and 
financially, all of which was due to his 
unusual cleverness and good talking ability. 
Shortly after his arrival here he secured 
@ connection with The Young Men's Her- 
ald, a publication connected with the Young 
Men's Christian Association, he acting in 
the capacity of soliciting agent for the 
paper for several weeks. He remained with 
The Herald but a short time, when his ca- 
Ppabilities and business tact secured for him 
the most favorable impression with the 
merchants and business men with whom 
he came in contact, and it was not long 
before he had the choice of a number of 
lucrative position with well-known con- 
cerns. 

It seems that absolutely nothing was 
known of the young man’s past record at 
that time, and the fact that he was con- 
nected with the Young Men’s Christian 
Association in even the smallest capaci- 
ty gave him a recommendation which se- 
cured for him the opportunities mentioned, 
and it was on that recommendation that 
Mr. Robert H. Jones, secretary of the At- 
lanta Loan and Investment Company of- 
fered Edwards a position as soliciting agent 
for his company about five months ago, 
Mr. Jones, among others, becoming most 
favorably impresged with the young man 
by reason of having talked with him while 
Fdwards was securing advertisements for 
The Herald. 

Edwards accepted the offer of Mr. Jones 
and at once entered the field as_ soliciting 
agent, placing the stock of the company 
on commission. He made a remarkable 
Success at the business and seon had a 
good, solid income. He worked with earn- 
estness and energy for three months and 
made many friends by his affability and 
Pleasant address. and at the end of that 
time had won the confidence of all with 
whom he had come in contact, his record 
being a thoroughly honest and sincere one 
£0 far as is known. During the ttme he 
and his wife became converted ata revival 
meeting and both joined the church and 
were baptized together. This action im- 
proved the standing of Edwards in the 
community and he was soon given a Bible 
class, over which presided for some 
time, laboring for the cause he had con- 
fessed being a believer in. He was a fre- 
quent visitor at the Young Men’s Christian 
Association and other religious institutions 
and gained the admiration of many Chris- 
tian people. 

Something over three weeks ago Fid- 
wards made his appearance in the saloons 
of the city, and spent nearly his entire 
time in them, drinking: t0 #£=excess and 
Spending money extravagantly. He soon 
became a lucratice customer at several of 
them and began to be classed among the 
habitues ‘one of the boys,” and his 
friends and admirers became legion in his 
new world, as they had in the sphere he 
had just left. His money went at a pace 
that few men’s bank accounts could stand, 
and that was just what happened to Td- 
Wwards—his bank account became exhaust- 
ed, and consequently his cred t ceased: 

Edwards's month's ‘carousal was an 
eventful one. : He spent money lavishly. 
Champagne suppers to aS many as a dozen 
friends was a pastime with him, it is said. 
He rode them in hacks and carriages and 
paid all expenses of whatever trip was 
taken. He invited friends to play pool and 
billiards and drink to their heart’s con- 
tent at his expense, and it seems that they 
did so. 

During all this time Edwards’s wife, a 
frail little woman, was lying at home al- 
most hopelessly ill, and her pieadings to 
him only seemed to make -him the more 
neglectful, the result being that her neigh- 
bors were compelled to support and care 
for her while her husband was on his 
sprees. 

HM was. during the illness of the wife 
that Edwards's past record became Known. 
It is said that she, in a moment of desper- 
ation, told those around her that her hus- 
band was an ex-convict. having been an 
inmate of the South Carolina penitentiary 
for some months, obtaining his reciease by 
her own efforts at the hands of Governor 
Tillman, the latter pardoning him from a 
geven-year term for forgery. The crime 
for which Edwards was convicted and 
given the long sentence was committed in 
Waynesboro, S. C., the home of the wife, 
two or three years ago, it is said. He 
served nine months of the sentence before 
his wife was able to secure his pardon. 
Some time after his release from the pen- 
itentiary Edwards again committed for- 
gery, this time in Columbia, in addition 
to having hired a horse and buggy and 
gold it, appropriating the money to his 
own use, and he was again arrested, and, 
as before, secured his release by the de- 
voted work of his wife, so the story goes. 
After this last trouble Edwards and his 
wife left South Carolina and came to Geor- 
gia, he declaring to her that he would re 
form and lead a better life in the future, 
which it seems that he did until the spree 
began a month ago. One night about two 
weeks ago Edwards went home in a rage, 
after a day’s carousal, and while his wife 
lay in a sick bed he beat and CGioked her 
unmercifuliy, but when the police arrived 
and waated to arrest him the wife, true 
and devoted as she had always been, de- 
clined to prosecute him and he was let off 
with a warning. This happened at a house 
on Luckie street, near the corner of Simp- 
gon, m which Edwards has lived since 
coming to Atlanta. The house was rented 
by him from Miss Lena Wilkerson, of 256 
Luckie street, wno he yet owes about $390 
rent, in addition to having taken away 
from the house a lot of the furniture and 
furnishings. When he left town his wife 
was in a precarious condition, and it was 
the greatest surprise to the neighbors that 
she followed him, they not thinking that 
the woman could stand a ride even to the 
depot. 

An investigation yesterday failed to dis- 
close Edwards’s native place and parents, 
but it is thought that he went to South 
Carolina from some small town in North 
Carolina in which his parents still reside. 
It is possiple, according to his creditors, 
that Edwafds has gone to this place, and

GOTTEN YEARS BACH 


Three of the Whitecappors in the Wor- 
ley Case Sentenced Yesterday, 


WILL BE SENT TO COLUMBUS SOON 


A Consent Verdict Was Accepted by Them. 
Two of tbe Prisoners Declined To Piead 
Guilty and Will Stand Trial. 


Yesterday aftefnoon another interesting 
Chapter was reached in the Worley case, 

At 1°o’clock three of the whitecappers—J, 
H. Gabel, James A. McEntire and James 
McCutchin—pleaded guilty before Judge 
Newman in the United States court. 

Colonel Glenn announced that the de- 
fendants would accept a consent verdict of 
guilty upon the two charges against them 
and asked the court to be as lenient as pos- 
sible. 

Judge Newman stated that the crimes 
with which they were charged were heinous 
and blood-thirsty, and that no doubt they 
deserved the full extent of punishment al- 
lowed by law. He said that he was sure 
the arrest of the Roper assailants and the 
Worley murderers had been instrumental 
in breaking up the kukiux gang in Murray 
county. 

The three whitecappers stood before the 
judge, and the dare-devil look had left 
them. They appeared subdued and meek. 

‘“‘T will give each one of-you ten years at 
herd labor in the penitentiary at Colum- 
bus,”’ satd Judge Newman. 

This sentence will amount possibly to a 
life sentence’ with McEntire, as he is 
stooped with age and his hair is us white 
as snow. The other two are comparatively 
young men. , 

The plea of guilty was accepted, as the 
> . 
prisoners were afraid they would be tried 

for the murder of Worley. 

Frank Gilbert and James Parsons, 
other whitegappers charged with 
plicity i nthe murder of Worley, 
to accept a consent verdict of guilty and 
will stand their trial this fall. They were 
returned to jail. 

A Review of the Case. 

Colonel J. S. James, United States attor- 
ney, gave a history of the whitecap cases 
yesterday afternoon. 

“The first experience I had with the 
whitecap cases was the trial last year of 
the Gordon county cases—John Abbott and 
others. We were one entire week trying 
these cases. Mr. Bell was at home sick at 
the time and Mr. Rucker was attending 
court at Athens, It resulted in a mistrial, 
nine of the jury being for conviction and 
three for acquittal. The jury was out for 
two days and the judge declared a mistrial. 
I am confident if a conviction could have 
been had in these cases at that time we 
would have had much less trouble with 
further opposition from this organization. 

“The marshal and his deputies have ex- 
hibited in every way great efficiency in the 
prosecution of these cases. Without a sin- 
gle reward having been offcred fer the ar- 
rest of any of the defendants, the marshal 
has arrested many of them in other states, 
and he and his deputies have shown them- 
worthy of the high position they

“IT have acted firmly with this lawless ele- 
ment and at the same time in such a way 
as to show that the law was not seeking 
vengeance against the innocent, but the 
punishment of the guilty. it has been as 
much my effort to see that innocent peo- 
ple did not sulter as It has 
been to bring the guilty to 
punishment, but above all things to 
demonstrate with absolute certainty that 
the law was paramount and sironger than 
any organization that might be set up 
asainst it. 

‘“T never have supposed that 
element of these communities 
nected or desired the perpetuation of these 
organizations. The better c:ass of peopte 
Were against ithem and are still against 
them, but the organization had grown to 
such proportions as to make many peuple 
afraid to even say What they betieved, but 
since the government has taken a firm 
stand we have been rendered invaluable 
service from a large number of the people 
in these communities, and I do not doubt 
but that the prosecution and punishment 
of the defendants will ultimately redound 
to the best interests of ail the peopie in 
that. section.’”’ 

“How many have you convicted 

“We now have under sentence about 
thirty-five who ‘belong to organiza- 
tion, their sentences ranging from one to 
ten years.”’ 

“What «about the future 
cases yet undisposed of,?’’ 

“So far as the murderers of Henry Wor- 
ley are concerned the probability ‘is that 
further prosecution, should the state 
courts desire to prosecute them for the 
killing of Henry Worley, will turned 

r to the superior court of G.bmer coun- 

' It may be that Parsons and Gilbert 
will be piaced on trial for murder in the 
United States court, but otner defendants, 
if caught, will be turned over to the su- 
per‘or court of Gilmer county. I know of 
no reason why the other persuns against 
whem we have bDbiils of Indictment should 
not be tried in the federai courts and the 
law vindicated and they De pun.shed for 
their crimes.’’ 

“What about the defense of these cases 
the federal court?’’ 

“It is well known to all the people of 
Georg.a that the defendants -tried have 
been ably defended. Every defense known 
to the law has been exhausted by counsel 
for the defendants. No means have been 
Spared to give them a fair and impartial 
trial. I must say that counsel for the de- 
fendants in these cases have exhibited un- 
usual ability in presenting the defense. 

““As the people Know, the law of the 
case has been settied by the highest court 
in the land, that the federal courts have 
jur-sdiction to try and determine the 
cases. There was great doubt on this sub- 
ject. It was contended on the part of the 
defendants’ counsel in all the cases that 
the court did not have jurisdiction. I be- 
leved from the beginning that the court 
did have jurisdiction and so contended. 
Mr. Bell and Mr. Rucker at first had 
serious doubts as to whether the federal 
courts did have jurisdiction, but after con- 
Sultat:on it was decided @n the part of the 
prosecution to make a vigoruus fight, and 
after submitt:ng our plans to che attorney 
general he advised the prosecutions to be 
carr.ed forward to judicial decision. 

“As to the manner of conducting the 
prosecutions by my assistanis and mvself 
I have nothing to say. I leave that to 
the department of justice at Washington 
and to the people of Georgia who have 
watched the proceedings f1om ‘beginning to 
end.”’

STRONG SPEECHES FROM BOTH SIDES 


Solicitor Hill Closes for the Prosecution™ 
Judge Hart’s Charge Deliverod 
Late Last Night. 


The fate of Will J. Myers, alleged mur- 
derer, was in the balance all.last night and 
this morning when court is called to order 
at 9 o’clock the jury will probably have a 
werdict ready. 

It was 10 o'clock when Judge Hart said 
that he would adjourn court until this 
morning. The last speech had, been made 
and the judge had delivered his charge to 
the jury. Everything was prepared for a 
verdict to be reached today. 

There were only two sessions,of court 
yesterday, though twelve and one-half 
hours were consumed in the progress of 
the case. If there has ever been upon the 
bench a more indefatigable judge thafi 
Judge Hart he has never been to At- 
lanta. . 

Court was begun yesterday morning at 
8 o'clock and for five hours the session 
lasted, during which two speeches were 
practically disposed of. At 1 o’clock court 
adjourned until 2:30 in the afternoon, and 
when that hour came court began an af- 
tcernoon session which lasted until 10 o’clock 
last night. 

No pause was made for supper hour, as 
Judge Hart had determined to push the

At 8:30 o'clock, however, 
sume of the jurcrs looked very tired and 
Judge Hart asked the jurors if they would 
s.iop and go to supper cr finish the case 
last night. The jury wanted to finish up 
and so announced, and the speech of So- 
licitor Hill was preceeded with. It was 
an eble, an eloquent and a couvincing argu- 
ment. The solicitor wove about the young 
prisoner the chain of circumstantial evi- 
dence, which seemed to grow stronger 
under the explanation of the solicitor. By 
his handling of the evidence he made it 
very plain that there was but one fate for 
Myers. 

Truly, Solicitor Hill is a man of won- 
derful memcry and great abilities as a 
most finished speaker. 

Mr. E. M. Mitchell concluded his speech 
yesterday <norning and was followed by 
Colonel W. C. Glenn, who made a thor- 
ough and logical survey of the field of evi- 
Gence and handled the state’s evidence and 
the testimor.y of the witnesses for the de- 
fense in his best manner. His speech was 
a gem of diction and as polished as an é€s- 
say of Macaulay. 

Mr. W. T. Moyers was next for the de- 
fense. He was piainly suffering from. his 
recent illness and was'in no proper condi- 
ticn to go into a lengthy speech. Upheld 
by his indomitable will power and fine 
courage, he spoke in behalf of his client. 
It was a masterful effort—adroit and han- 
@led to the very best advantage. With all 
this, however, it was not the speech that 
he made upon the first trial. If Myers finds 
@ gleam of hope in the jury’s verdict, or 
there is a failure to agree, the credit 
should go, and will, to the able and superb 
management of the defense by Attorney 
Moyers. 

The solicitor closed for the stite and the 
judge charged as stated. 


THE MORNING SESSION. 


Speeches Were Made by Mr. E. M. 
Mitchell and Colonel W. C. Glenn. 
The court was called to order at 9 

o'clock yesterday morning and Mr. Eugene 

M. Mitchell, counsel for the defense, con- 

cluded his speech. 

Throughout the argument Mr. Mitchell 
made a splendid effort. He was eloquent 
on every point and handled the testimony 
in an able fashion, He pointed out where 
the story of Myers had been corroborated 
in many imstances, and declared that the 
evidence for the defendant had been more 
than enough to raise a doubt in the mind 
of the jurors. 

» Mr. Mitchell said that he had no abuse 

for any of the witnesses. It was not the 

province, he thought, of any attorney to 
abuse a witness because he happened to 
be upon one side or another. 

“Mr. Clay,” said Mr. Mitchell, “ridiculed 
the witness named Alfred Summers. Mr. 
Clay was angry because the witness was 
Mot good looking. This trial, however, 
does not depend upon good looks or looks 
of any kind. 

“My brother Clay makes fun of Witness 
Summers because he shaved his chin and 
wore sidewhiskers. } . 

“If God ever put his stamp of ugliness 
upon any man it was when he gave Steve 
Clay that’satanic leer and those porcupine 
bristles ta warn an unsuspecting public, 
and yet, who would say that Mr. Clay 
is not honest, just and upright because 
he is not pretty.

A number of 
the cases he read were truly marvelous 
ones and were evidently read for the pur- 
pose of warning the jury as to the possibil- 
ities of making a mistake that they had

Lorenzo Jones had 
previously testified that Re met Myers be- 
tween 9 and 10 o’clock on Whitehall street 
coming from toward West End, If this 
Statement of Medcalf was true that of 
Jones could not be, and on this line Mr. 
Mitchell said: | 

“There is the witness Renfro who goes 
directly against the trip sheet of the con- 
ductor. He came straight from the poisoned 
arms of Lorenzo Jones. His testimony was 
necessary to make the time correct.” 

The peroration of Mr. Mitchell was. elo- 
quent and forceful and he received many 
congratulations upon his able effort. 

Colonel W. CC. Glenn’s Argument. 

If Colonel W. C, Glenn needed any one 
thing to clinch the reputation he has made 
as an attorney of most wonderful stope, 
his speech yesterday morning did it. Not 
one single detail did he overlook, and not 
a single fact that could be used was missed. 
He picked out fallacy after fallacy in the 
testimony of the defense and showed where 
the statements made by Myers were un- 
true from a standpoint of logic. He told of 
how Myers made the statement that he met 
Brown Allen only ten days before the kill- 
ing; yet, however, Myers was found in- 
quiring about Crowley’s mules in June. 

Colonel Glenn began by referring to the 
remarks of Mr. Mitchell as to his coun- 
tenance. Mr, Mitchelll had also denied the 
suggestion that any of the defense’s testi- 
mony had been fabricated. 

“I don’t see,’’ said he, “why younger 
counsel, who have been treated with def- 
erence, should indulge in a pertness which 
they believe is something else. I do not 
accuse my brother Mitchell of fabricating 
any testimony; I do not accuse him even of 
fabricating his own speech—he read most 
of it. He is morally and intellectually be- 
yond fabricating anything.’’ 

Colonel Glenn said that there were three 
hypotheses in the case. One was the ab- 
solute guilt of the prisoner; another that it 
Was a conspiracy between Myers and some 
other man. In these two instances, Colonel 
Glenn said, the defendant was a principal 
in the first degree. The third instance is 
Where the defendant is innocent, Colonel 
Glenn then compared Myers’s use of names 
to that of John Murrell, the famous gueril- 
la chief. It was Murrell who first used the 
name of C. D. Moerlin and who also used 
the name of Cunningham, 

He told how Murrell was more merciful 
than Myers, though both shot from behind. 
Colonel Glenn said that Murrell let his 
victim pray whie Myers did not give Crow- 
ley time to make his peace with God. He 
said that Myers was without moral and 
without moral sensibilities. 

“When do we first hear of Myers after 
mules?’ said Colonel Glenn. “It was in 
June and the murder was‘not until Septem- 
ber—months before Brown Allen was ever 
heard of and before Myers knew him, ac- 
cording to Myers’s statement, There is the 
letter ug Stewart & Bowden, written before 
he was ever in Roswell.” 

Colonel Glenn declared 
made to Dunwoody Myers was laying the 
foundation for the superstructure which 
would give him the character of a man who 
was engaged in the transfer and grading 
business, 

“Was Myers of a weak and vascillating 
character, such as his counsel would have 
you believe? They put him under the con- 
trol of a man and the man’s sister and 
made him lure a man to his death. Can 
that be true’”’ continued Colonel W. C. 
Glenn, ‘“‘that this weak man could have 
afterwards exhibited such coldnesss? Did 
he ever tell of this? No, it carries out the 
idea of a weak character. Yet, when he 
reached the city f:om the deathfield he 
made himself the administrator of his dead 
friend’s property. He was cold-blooded and 
calculating. 

“All of this talk about the remorse of 
great criminals is nine-teniths nonsense, 
When a crime is contemplated by men of 
criminal instincts they lived it before it is 
committed. They go through every pnase of 
the crime and in their minds the victim is 
actually dead.”’ 

Colonel Glenn followed the case through- 
out and made the speech logical of the 
trial, leaving not a single point to be sup- 
plied in the way wf cOmparison of testimony.

THE AFTERNOON SESSION. 
Colonel! Glenn Finished in a Few Min- 
utes—Wr. Moyers Follows. 

The argument of Colonel Glenn was not 
concluded until the afternoon session, but 
occupied only a few minutes. 

The next speech w@as by Attorney W. T. 
Moyers, leading counsel for the defense. 
Mr. Moyers spoke for three hours and made 
a splendid speech. He was not in good 
health and was in this respect handicapped. 
Although he handled every feature of the 
case his speech was not the masterly effort 
of the previous case. 

Mr. Moyers began by showing a lack of 
motive and declared that Myers knew noth- 
ing of Crowley’s money. 

Mr. Moyers then took up the witnesses 
whose testimony corroborated the state- 
ments made by Myers. If anything could 
save Myers it would have been the speech 
of his leading counsel. Mr. Moyers has 
worked, regardless of his health, and in con- 
seqeunce, after his speech, was completely 
prostrated. 

Solicitor Hill's Closing Speech. 

It was 6:30 o'clock when Solicitor Hill 
began to sneak. The solicitor began by say- 
ing that there were some things that have 
taken place in the trial that are scandalous? 
He declared that Mr. Movers had made his 
speech a string of evidence and had said 
things that were not in the record; that 
Mr. Moyers made the most unfounded and 
most outrageous allusion to the supreme 
court. Solicitor Hill said that he would pre- 
sent Mr, Moycrs as he deserved to be pre- 
sented. 

The solicitor asked why it was that My- 
ers never mentioned Brown Allen in the 
mule trade. He paid a tribute to Brown 
Allen. Brown Allen, he said, was a mos® 
generous man. He gave away the proceeds 
of his murder an4@ did not even ask about 
the mules at the stables. 

Solicitor Fhill told how Myers lied about 
the whereabouts of Forrest Crowley, the 
hair dying and the false names. 

An Interruption by the Judge. 

While Solicitor Hill was speaking he was 
interrupted by Judge Hart. 

“Dause a moment, Mr. Hill,” said the 
judge. “I wish to speak to the jury— 

“Gentlemen of the Jury—You have been 
sitting on this case since early this morn- 
ing and without recess. I want to know 
whether it is yovr preference to continue 
now or have a recess. 1 do not wish to 
burden you.” 

The jury expressed themselves as being 
anxious that the case proveed. 

“TJ will soon conclude,’ remarked Solicitor 
Hill. “I am tired myself and am most 
through.” . 

“TI do not care to hurry you, Mr. Hill. 
You may proceed,” replied Judge Hart. 

Mr. jiill then reviewed at length the 
testimony of Ccrductor Medcalf. He said 
it was a strange thing that Medealft would 
allow Brown Al'en to escape when he was 
sy certain of his guilt, and it was stranger 
still that, after reading the newspaper ac- 
counts, he said not a word to anybody on 
the subject and waited for two long weeks 
before he told what he knew. 

He also drew a comparison between the 
testimony Of the conductor and that of 
tht motorman.

On his grave the blossoms shed 
their fragrance and the gentle winds mur- 
mur as they fan the spot: No human sym- 
pathy can reach the lifeless form. Sympa- 
thy is a subtle thing, but that cannot 
atone fer the deed. It is not out of a 
spirit of revense that Crowley’s father 
Wishes Myers to hang, for that grand old 
man has found comfort in the thougkt 
that after the sunset and the night have 
passed, a bright dawn will reunite father 
und son in the great beyond. 

“My friend Mcyers tried to work upon 
your sentiment by repeating Tom Moore’s 
poem, but he misquoted hirn, und poor old 
Moore must have turned over in his grave. 
it was not the tear of mercy that gained 
entrance to the pearly gates of life, but 
the tear of repentance, and that self-same 
tear may be the Key that will unlock the 
heuvei.ly dcar for Willie Myers. 

“An eye foran eye is the old Mosaic law, 
but the Savior said that he who wielded 
che sword would die by the sword.” 

Mr. Hill then quoted the law upon cir- 
cumstantial -evidence and hoped that the 
jury wceuld find a. verdict based upon truth. 
As he- was closing his speech he told of 
the happy home now a domicile full of sad 
memories; how that loyal yourg wife was 
shadowed in grief and heartbroken. AS 
he spoke the strains of sweet rmiusic were 
Lorne into the ccurtroom on the. evening 
air and the speaker paused. The silence 
was as still as death, and the scene was re- 
plete with pity for Myers and sympathy 
fur the young wife. In language soft and 
flew the speaker continued and the music 
became still. Mrs. Myers sobbed: softly and 
the entire audience was greatly affected. 


Hart’s Charge. 


The charge of Judge Hart to the jury 
was a spiendid one. He was complete as 
well as concise. Not a single detaii did he 
overlook, ‘but conscientiously and earnestly 
gave the law to the jury. 

Judge Hart’s charge was in full as fol- 
lows: 

“The grand jurors of the county of Fuli- 
ton, anu state of Georgia, at the fall term 
Of the superior court of Fulton county, 
indicted Wilhe J. Myers, charging him with 
the offehse of murder. ‘bhe averments of 
Said indictment are as follows: “ihat the 
said William J. Myers, in the county afor- 
Oh the ldth day of September, 14, 
With torce affa aris, did Unlawtluliy and 
With violence aforethougiht, Kill and mur- 
der Forrest L. Crowiey vy striking him on 
the forenead With sume weapun tv the 
Srana jurors unknown, and by suootineg him 
In the head with a pistol or some weapon 
or like character, Cuntrary to the luws of 
the state, the good order, peace and dignity 
tnereor.” 

“The defendant has been arrested 

being brought to the bar of this court, 
WaiveS arraignment and pleads not guilty, 
and this constitutes the issue you are im- 
panneied to try. 
‘“Khe fact that the defendant has been 
indicted by the grand jury raises no pre- 
sumption of his guilt, but, on the contrary, 
the detendant enters into ‘this trial with 
the presujnption Of innocence in his favor, 
Which présumption rests with him «urine 
the progress of the trial on every material 
allegation in said indictment until the 
State by satisfactory evidence overcomes 
it, and establishes his guilt beyond a rea- 
Sonable doubt. 

“The term ‘reasonable doubt’ has no tech- 
nicai or legal significance. It is used in 
the sense ot the natural import and mea- 
ing of these words, The doubt contem- 
plated is that doubt which a reasunabie 
man honestiy seeking for the truth would 
entertain as to the correctness of 
Clusion, after-a faithful investigation and 
consideration of the evidence under review. 
The law does not expect nor require thit 
the guilt of the aecused shall be established 
With mathematical accuracy and preci 
ut that the guilt of the accused is mai 
to appear with reasonable and moral c« 
tainty. Reasonable and moral certai 
furnishes the full measure of mental re- 
quirement essential to the conviction of the 
accused. Establishing this as the first rule 
for your guidance in this investigation of 
the charge of murder, your next inquiry 
is what.is murder? 

“Murder is defined by our law 
to be ‘the unlawful killing of a human being 
in the peace of the state, by a person of 
sound memory and discretion, with

L. Crowley was killed as alleged in 
indictment, and should you determine 
killing was murder, your next inquiry 
Who killed him’? Here you and I[-—-the 
judge and the jury—must part company. 
cannot help you in determining this 
Spauiry’ This leads you into the domain of 

Mets. and the responsibility of deciding 
devolves upon you and you 
only state contentions 
and the crime, and I hope t 0 so plainly, 
without intending thereby to express or 
even to intimate an. opinion as to the guilt 
or innocence of the accused. The issue 
which the state makes with the accused is 
clear and clean cut. The state says 
that William J. Myers killed Forrest 44. 
Crowley in this county and state and 
the time and in the manner as alleged in 
the indictment, and in so doing committed 
the crime of murder. The defendant by 
his plea denies this charge, and it is for 
you to say what is the truth of these con- 
tentions. 

“Phe object of all legal investigation is 
the discovery of truth. The rules of evi- 
dence are framed with a view to this 
prominent end, seeking always for pure 
sources and the highest evidence. 

“Direct evidence is that which 
ately points to the question at issue, In- 
direct or circumstantial evidence is that 
which only ends to establish the issue by 
proof various facts sustaining by their 
consistency the hypothesis claimed. Pre- 
sumptive evidence consists of inferences 
drawn by human-experience from the con- 
nection of cause and effect. and observa- 
tions of human conduct. Where a convic- 
tion is sought upon circumstantial evi- 
dence, the circumstances should be such 
as to connect the defendant with the crime 
and to exclude every reasonable hypothe- 
sis wxeept that of the defendant’s guilt. 
If the evidence in this case is consistent 
with the defendant’s guilt and is incon- 
sistent with 2 reasonable theory of his 
innocence, then the evidence is of such a 
character as would authorize you to con- 
vict the defendant. if the evidence is 
consistent with any reasonabie theory of 
the defendant's innocence, then the evi- 
dence would net be such as to authorize 
his conviction. That is. if you believe the 
circumstances as detailed from the wit- 
ness stand are true, and, treated as the 
truth they can exist in harmony with a 
reasonable doubt of defendant’s innocence, 
the evidence would be insufficient to sus- 
tain a conviction; but if the circumsian- 
tial evidence is accepted as the truth, and 
the circumstances as proved cannot cxist 
in harmony with any other reasonable 
theory than that the defendant is guilty. 
the evidence would be sufficient to support 
a conviction. 

a “In considering this evidence with the 
view of connecting the defendant with the 
alleged homicide, you would be author- 
ized to consider his conduct previous to, 
at and subsequent to the alleged homicide. 
If you should find the defendant fled the 
state immediately after the homicide, if 
you find a homicide was committed, you 
may consider tkat as a circumstance 
throwing light on the transaction. If you 
find he assumed a fictitious name, disguised 
his personality and denied his identity, 
these are circumstances you may consider 
as aiding you in arriving at the truth. 
If you find that Mvers was in the recent 
possession of articles which were on the 
person of the dead man at the time he 
was killed and robbed, if you find he was 
killed and robbed, the possession of these 
articles was shortly afterward found in 
and the defendant has 
failed to reasonably or satisfactorily ac- 
count for his possession, these are circum- 
stances you may consider aS .elping you 
to reach the truth. .You will look to the 
entire. evidence and arrive at your verdict 
in the light of all the evidence, including

the prisoner’s statement, If you believe 
from the .-eyidence that William 
Jd. Myers accompanied tho de- 
ceaseu wv the scene of tre homicide, in- 
duced to do so at the instance of one Brown 
Allen, and if you believe that Myers car- 
ried Crowley there in good faith, not know- 
ing it was Brown Allen’s purpose to slay 
and rob Crowley, and if you should find 
that Brown Allen did kill and murder 
Crowley and afterwards gave to Myers 
a portion of the money or personal prop- 
erty of Crowley’s, if Myers’s presence there 
Was an innocent presence, and not con- 
nected with the plan to kill Crowley, he 
would not be guiity of the crime of murder. 
On the other hand, if you belive from the 
evidence that Myers, in pursuance with a 
conspiracy with Brown Allen, carried Crow- 
ley to the scene of the homicide, their com- 
mon purpose being to kill Crowley, and 
though you may believe from the evidence 
the mortal wound was inflicted at the hands 
of Brown Allen, and if you should further 
find that the killing of Crowley by Brown 
Allen was murder, then I charge you My- 
ers would be equally as guilty as Allen, and 
you would be authorized to find Myers 
guilty, notwithstanding he alone is placed 
upon trial. In law, where two or more per- 
sons engaged in an unlgwful transaction, 
the act of one became the act of the other 
within the scope of their orig-* 
inal criminal and unlawful pur- 
pose. Or should you believe from 
the evidence that Myers alone perpetrated 
the alleged homicide and no such person 
as Brown Allen participated therein. and 
should you find the killing was murder it 
would be your duty to convict the defend- 
ant. : 

“I now give you in charge the law touch- 
ing confessions. Confessions of guilt 
should be scanned with great caution. A 
ecnfessioy alone, uncorroborated by other 
evidence, will not justify a conviction. A 
confession, however voluntarily made, not 
irduced by the slightest, hope of benefit or 
the remotest fear of punishment, and suf- 
ficiently coiroberated by other evidence, 
would authorize a conviction. 

“All witnesses are presumably worthy of 
credence. A witness may be impeached 
by disproving the facts testified to by 
him. 2. By proof of contradictory slate- 
ments, plainly made by him, as to matters 
relevant to his testimony and to the case. 
3. By evidence as to his general bad char- 
acter. A witness may be restored to your 
confidence by proof of general good char- 
acter or by corroboration of the facts tes- 
tified to by him, the nature and extent of 
which vou are to determine. You will dis- 
card the testimony of an impeached wit- 
ness, but it is for you to say when a wit- 
ness has been impeached, or when im- 
peached, whether restored to confidence, 
in which event you may bel®™ve the wit- 
ress. The defendant has made a statement 
in this case. It is not detivered under oatn. 
You are permiited by lauw to give it such 
force and effect as you see proper. You 
can believe it in preference to the sworn 
evidence in the case or refuse to believe 
it at all. You can believe a part and re- 
ject a part; you can believe it all, or reject 
it in toto. In other words, you can give it 
such weight as you think proper. The 
punishment of murder is death, or inipris- 
onment for life under certain contingencies. 
Applying the principles of Jaw given you 
in charge, there are three possjdle verdicts 
you may render in this case. If vou bs- 
lieve, from the evidence in this case, that 
Willie J. Myers killed Ferrest Crowley 
and the killing was murder, you will say: 
‘We, the jury, find the defendant guilty.’ 
The effect of this verdict is to subject him 
to the death sentence. unless | exercise 
the discretion given me by law and 
tence him to imprisonment in the peniten- 
tiary for life. Or you can say: ‘We, the 
jury, find the defendant guilty, and recom- 
mend he be imprisoned in the penitentiary 
for life,’ in which event I have no @iscre- 
tion in the matier and hb? will accordingly 
be sentenced to the penitentiiry for life, 
sheuld you so recommend. Or you can Say: 
‘We, the jury, find the cefendant not pguil- 
ty,’ in which event he wiil be released from 
the custody of the court. 

"Take this case. gentlemen of the jury, 
and, like twelve honest men, undertake to 
faithfully and honestly arrive at the truth. 
‘cu. will not let sympathy on the one 
hand or prejudice on the other, swerve 
you from the line of duty. Ycu have sworn 
to try the case end a true verdict to ren- 
Ger according to the opinion you entertaiu 
of the evidence and the law which. the 
ccurt would give you in charge. What is 
the truth’ That and that alone is the 
only question an honest juror will deal 
with in determining upon his verdict. 
Considering all the evidence in this case, 
has it been shown to vou bevond a rea- 
sonable doubt that Forrest L. Crowley was 
killed in the time and manner as alleged 
in the indictment? To whom does the evi- 
dence point with reasonable and moral 
certainty as the perpetrator of the deed? 
If it points with reasonable and moral 
certainty to Willie J. Myers as the sole 
perpetrator, or to Willie J. Myers and 
other acting together in pursuance of 
conspiracy to kill and rob Forrest L. Crow- 
ley, then it is your duty to return a verdict 
of guilty, with or without recommendation 
that he be imprisoned in the penitentiary 
for life, as You may see proper in the exer- 
cise of your discretion. 

“On the other hand, if vou should be- 
lieve, from the evidence in the case, that 
Willie J. Myers did not himself 
conspiracy with any one else to 
rob Crowley, or if you entertain a reason- 
able doubt as to the guilt of the accused, 
growing out of the evidence or the want 
of evidence, or engendered by the prison- 
er’s statement, it would your duty to 
acquit the defendant. and say: ‘We, the 
jury, tird the defendant not guilty.” MRetire 
and consider of your verdict, and let 
as its name imparts, speak the truth.’’

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Atlanta now leads the association in the 
race for the pennant by fourteen points. 

The jump from second place into first was 
made yesterday when the Atlantas took 
the game from the New Orleans team and 
the Evansvilles, who had been in the lead, 
drcpped a game to Memphis, that team 
which has held fourth place so long. 

The games yesterday resulted in defeats 
for all of the home teams where games 
were played, except in Atlanta. The Nash- 
ville team went down before their guests, 
the Little Rocks, whfle Evansville got it 
in the neck badly from Memphis. The re- 
sult of the games of the day has made the 
race more interesting and decidedly pret- 
tier than ever. Atlanta, Evansville and 
Nashville are so closely bunched for first 
pl@ce that a day’s play may make’a gen- 
eral change, while Memphis, the fourth 
club, is so near the leader that a few 
games won by the Bluff City team would 
put them on top if the teams above played 
into the Memphians’ hands. Between the 
leaders, Atlanta, and the Memphians there 
is only a difference of 133 points, while 
_gixty-six points covers the difference be- 
tween the Atlantas and the Nashvilles, the 
third quantity in the race. 

Atlanta leads the Evansville team, as 
has been said, by only fourteen points, 
while the Evansville team leads the Nash- 
villes by just fifty-two points. 

If that doesn’t make an interesting race, 
it would be mighty hard to find one. 

When the Atlantas went upon the grounds 
yesterday afternoon for the game there was 
a large crow@g of the fans out and Knowles 
and his men were given quite a reception. 
The people appeared hungry for ball, ana 
before the game was over their appetites 


had been thoroughly satisfied, for the af- 
ternoon at least. There were byt two of 
the«familiar faces of the team missing— 
Callahan and Wilson. Cailahan, as is well 
known,*is yet at his home with a sick 
child, while Wilson is in Atlanta, but is 


too ill to be in the game. 

Horner was on hand and put to rest 
forever the silly stories that have been 
going the rounds that he would not re- 
turn to the team. 

Norton was in the box for Atlanta when 
the game opened, and his work was‘of the 
best kind. He gave up fifteen hits, but 
ten of them were secured by New Orleans 
after the Atlantas had the game so well 
in hand that hard work and heavy. ex- 
ertions were not necessary. The ten hits, 
too, made off him after the game had teen 
practically won were kept so well scattered 
that New Orleans might have quit hunting 
for hits after the fourth inning. The rest 
of the team was as Atlantians have been 
in the habit of finding it since the season 
opened. 

Manager Powell, of the 
team, caused Ely to face the Atlanta bhat- 
ters, and a sorry day it was for Ely.
